In a Rule 312 amendment filed November 19, 2001 (enclosed), we explained that 
allowed claim 1 contained an error. Specifically, the specification did not support the final 
paragraph of allowed claim 1, namely "a recovery circuit for reconstructing the analog input 
signal at the second voltage level." The Rule 312 amendment deleted this paragraph. 

We received no response to the Rule 312 amendment, and the patent issued with the 
erroneous paragraph still in claim 1, at lines 13-14.
